To  the  Mayor,  Madam  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Madam  Chairman,  Lady  :and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration  my 
tv/elfth  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department . 

The  year  was  a satisfactory  one  from  a statistical  point 
of  view  - the  adjusted  Death  Rate  at  14c 9^  per  thousand  popula- 
tion was  a little  higher  than  the  year  before  but  the  Birth 
Rate  was  raised  and  the  Infantile  Mortal  it  5^  Rate  vv^as  lower  and 
both  these  factors  more  than  balanced  the  adverse  effect  of  the 
higher  Death  Rate. 

During  the  year,  you  instructed  m.e  to  proceed  v/ith  the 
slum  clearance  programme  involving, in  the  first  instance,  an 
area  of  approximately  I70  houses.  Work  was  started  on  this 
and  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that,  at  the  time  of  writing,  the 
first  part  of  this  area  has  now  been  approved  by  the  Minister  - 
18  months  after  your  decision  to  go  ahead.  Since  there  is 
still  quite  a lot  of  work  to  be  done  before  the  tena.nts  of  these 
houses  ca-n  be  re-housed,  the  time  lag  between  policy  decisions 
and  final  action  is  quite  considerable.  We  started  the  slum, 
clearance  programme  wmth  l,28l  houses  and  without  declaring  any 
a-reas  until  quite  recently,  had  dealt  ¥/ith  253  houses  as 
individually  unfit.  Y/ith  the  addition  of  9 houses  in  a small 
clearance  area,  there  remained  1,019  houses  at  the  end  of  1959 
and  I think  that  it  may  be  more  convenient-  to  deal  with  quite  a 
few  of  these  by  clearance  areas. 

Ho  serious  attempt  has  yet  been  made  to  comply  v/ith  the 
Clean  Air  Act,  although  v/e  are  proceeding  with  2 areas  in  which 
it  is  proposed  to  erect  houses.  Action  under  Circular  5/59 
from  the  Minister  of  Hoiasing  and  Local  Governm.ent,  Y/ith  regard 
to  Smoke  Control  Areas  v/as  tactfully  ignored  rather  than  deferred 
and  it  was  only  at  the  beginning  of  196O  that  a policy  was 
ev  ent  ual  ly  f ormril  at  ed . 
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A.  major  forward  i/vas  made  in  1959  when  you  approved 

the  policy  of  making  granr  payments  to  owners  for  the  conversion 
of  waste  water  closets  to  the  fresh  water  carriage  system.  In 
the  first  instance^  £300  was  allocated  and  this  amoimt  was 
exhausted  within  the  first  three  months  of  the  inaugural  date. 
Because  of  thiSj  you  later  decided  to  apply  for  sanction  to 
borrow  the  sum  of  £3? 000  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  awarding 
grant s«  The  stimulating  advantage  of  being  in  a position  to 

offer  a grant  is  shown  by  the  fact  that^during  the  year*,  78 
applications  v/ere  received.  Apart  from  encouraging  improved 
sanitation^  the  local  authority  can  materially  help  in  bringing 
m.odern  amenities  into  the  older  type  house  and  although  this 
Department  is  not  directly  concerned ? I would  remind  you  of  the 
powers  granted  to  the  Corporation  under  the  House  Purchase  and 
Housing  Act 5 1959*  This  Act  enables  the  local  authority  to 
help  those  people  who  wish  to  improve  and  bring  up  to  m.odern 
hygienic  standards j property  which  might  otherv/ise  deteriorate 
into  the  slua  category  over  the  next  few  years. 

1959  will  be  remembered  for  the  inauguration  of  a more 
positive  slum  clearance  programrae^  for  the  introduction  of 
grants  towards  the  conversion  of  waste  water  closets  and  for 
the  tentative  beginnings  of  a clean  air  policy.  In  additionj 
quite  a strain  has  been  placed  on  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  because  of  the  progressive  increase  in  the  amount  of 
v/ork  done  on  m.eat  inspection. 

One  of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  is  also  engaged  on 
Cleansing  and  I think  it  is  only  fitting  that  you  should  be 
av/are  of  some  of  the  wrork  this  entails.  Because  of  this,  I 
have  asked  Mr.  Handley  to  contribute  a section  in  my  Report 
on  the  v/ork  carried  out  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion,  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman, 
Deputy  Chairman,  flembers  of  the  Committee  and  Staff  for  all 
the  help  and  encouragement  they  have  given  mo.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  main  inaustries  in  the  tovm  are  cotton^  engineering^ 
h oiler  making  and  rope  manufacturing.  Several  small  factories 
have  been  established  in  the  Cate  Street  area^  follov/ing  slum 
clearance  in  that  part  of  the  town.  There  are,  in  addition,  a 
variety  of  other  industries  producing  goods  of  modern  type 
such  as  plastics,  rubber  goods  and  insulating  materials,  A 
?/ell-known  firm  of  dispensing  chemists  has  also  established 
a branch  in  the  town.  The  fukinfield  inhabita.nt  has  thus 
many  and  varied  industries  in  which  to  seek  employment. 

Work  on  slum  clearajrice  continued  to  occupy  the  Department’s 
tim.e  in  1959*  In  addition  to  individually  unfit  houses  being 
represented  and  considered  by  the  Committee,  v/ork  was  also  under- 
taken on  two  clea.ranco  areas,  one  sm.all  and  one  largo.  The  small 
area  consisted  of  9 houses  a.nd  1 lock-up  shop,  and  in  deaJing 
v/ith  it,  your  officers  obtained  information  and  experience  v\rhich 
will  prove  most  useful  when  dealing  with  future  areas.  Both 
these  areas  were  declared  by  the  Committee  and,  after  m-uch 
deliberation,  the  larger  one  was  made  the  subject  of  a Compulsory 
Purchase  Order  ea.rly  in  I960,  There  is  no  doubt  that  redevelop- 
ment will  have  to  be  seriously  considered  in  relation  to  the  slum 
clearance  programme,  especially  as  the  latter  is  naturally  con- 
fined to  the  older  parts  of  the  town,  particularly  those  areas 
which  have  been  regarded  as  the  shopping  a.reas.  The  powers  given 
to  local  authorities  by  the  Housing  Act, 1957?  are  designed  to 
help  them  in  redeveloping  sites  cleared  of  old  property  for  the 
benefit  of  the  irdiabitants. 


PHYSICAL  FEATURES 

Dukinfield  is  situated  on  the  left  bank  of  the  River  Tame 
v/hich  forms  its  northern  and  western  boundary.  The  most 
populated  part  of  the  tov/n  lies  to  the  nortlwest,  where  the 
river  changes  its  direction  and  rims  southwards. 

The  tov;n  itself  is  mainly  situated  on  gradually  sloping 
ground  but  the  eastern  end  of  the  town,  which  is  largely 
rural  in  character,  rises  to  a height  of  "100  feet.  The  subsoil 
is  in  somio  places  loamy  clay  cud  in  others  sandstone  and  the 
outcrop  the  Permian  system.  Underneath  there  are  some  coal 
measures  but  those  are  not  worked.

Once  again,  the  infantile  mortality  was  very 
low  and  only  three  infants  died,  one  of  which  v/as 
prematurely  horn  and  in  the  other  two,  a condition 
was  present  at  birth  which  was  incompatible  with 
life*  For  three  consecutive  years  we  have  had 
an  infantile  mortality  rate  below  20,  a state  of 
affairs  which  is  most  pleasing  to  record*

DEATH  R/iTE 


Thero  were  233  deaths  during  the  year^  106  males  and 
127  females  - an  increase  of  24  over  195S*  I have  again 
included  on  page  11  histograms  showing  the  e.ges  at  which 
death  occurred  in  1959  and  also  during  the  period  1911- 
1915?  because  I feel  one  ca-nnot  be  reminded  too  frequently 
of  the  diminishing  number  of  fatalities  in  the  younger  and 
middle  age  groups. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  are  shovm  in  Table  V. 

Heart  disea^se  with  83  deaths  continues  to  head  the  list  and 
to  this  group j coronary  thrombosis  was  the  major  contributor. 
Cancer  caused  50  deaths  (21,4/o)  and  in  10  of  these 5 the  site 
was  in  the  lungs.  Thirtynino  of  the  deaths  occurred  from 
disease  of  the  central  nervous  system  and  the  majority  of 
these  were  either  cerebral  haemorrhage  or  thrombosis. 

It  is  significa.nt  to  note  that  the  number  of  deaths 
of  bacterial  origin  are  in  a compara.t ively  minor  group  and 
nearly  all  of  these  deaths  are  s^ttributed  to  some  infection 
of  the  chest  - 24  from  either  iDneumonia  or  bronchitis. 
Excluding  pneuiaonia^  there  were  only  2 deaths  from  an 
infectious  disease  i.e.  one  meningitis  a.nd  one  influenza. 

The  pathogens  have  now  been  relegated  to  a rela.tively 
inferior  division  in  the  mortality  league  and  the  emphasis 
haSj  for  many  years ^ been  changing  to  conditions  associated 
v/ith  increasing  age  such  as  cancer  and  diseases  of  the  central 
nervous  system.  A disease  which  stands  out  from  this  group 
is  coronary  thrombosis , attacking  as  it  does  m.ore  and  more 
people  in  the  middle  age  groups.  The  answer  to  it  will  no 
doubt  be  found  in  time^  but  meanwhile  many  deaths  are  occur- 
ring in  individuate  v/ho  still  heave  a lot  to  contribute  to 
society.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  was  caused  by  the  higher  incidence  of  measles  in 
195s#  Two  hundred  and  forty  seven  cases  were  notified 9 
all  in  children  under  10  years  of  age.  The  amount  of 
dysentery  was  comparatively  small  during  the  year  and  I 
would  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  no  notifications 
whatsoever  were  received  for  whooping  cough.  This  may  be 
a reflection  either  on  the  incidence  of  the  disease  or 
lack  of  zeal  on  the  part  of  the  general  practitioner’s 
clerical  staff  and  although  I feel  that  both  these  state- 
ments are  true,  the  prime  factor  in  1959  was  the  lowered 
incidence  of  the  disease.  Immunisation  against  whooping 
cough  has  been  offered  now  for  the  past  10  years  and  while 
the  protection  may  not  be  as  complete  as  with  diphtheria 
immunisationj  I am  confident  that  some  impression  has  been 
made  in  either  preventing  the  disease  or  reducing  the 
severity  of  its  attack.  Table  VI  has  been  included  to 
show  the  incidence  of  notified  cases  of  whooping  cough  over 
the  last  10  years,  Vife  have  had  no  significant  figures 
since  1954  apart  from  195 when  31  cases  were  notified. 
Certainly  there  has  been  no  recurrence  of  the  1950  1953 

outbreaks j a condition  ?/hichj  I feel^  has  been  brought 
about  by  the  immunisation  campaign.  One  of  the  conclusions 
to  be  drawn  from  the  1959  figures  is  that  there  is  a pressing 
need  to  include  measles  among  those  diseases  which  can  be 
prevented  by  inoculation.

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  K.  Wensley,  the  Housing 
Manager,  for  compiling  and  supplying  Table  XIII.  One 
hiondred  and  eleven  families  were  re-housed  in  1959 
and  of  these,  63  were  re-housed  because  of  a Closing 
or  Demolition  Order  x)laced  on  their  original  house. 

Three  families  in  "which  there  was  a tuberculous  patient 
were  re-housed  during  the  year  and  4 families  v/ere 
provided  with  better  accommodation  because  of  medical 
grounds. 

In  July,  I drew  your  attention  to  the  delay  in 
re-housing  certain  families  living  in  individually  unfit 
houses.  In  some  cases,  there  has  been  a delay  of  over  3 
years^  during  which  time  the  unfort \inate  tenant  has  been 
living  in  a slum  house  with  little  chance  of  having  the 
necessary  repairs  carried  out  by  a landlord  who  has 
given  up  his  property  as  lost.  This  is  not  only  bad 
for  the  tenant  but  areas  of  slum  houses  are  becoming  an 
eyesore  because  it  is  impossible  to  deal  with  them  while 
the  tenant  of  one  house  remains.

quality  never  suffered  and  no  contaminated  samples  were  taken  from  the

At  the  reciuest  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Healthy  I append  below 
some  information  regarding  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service 
during  the  year  1959. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  service  varies  from  a weekly  to  a nine-day  collectionj 
according  to  the  time  of  year  and  district.  The  building  of  new 
houses  with  consequent  long  carries  and  inconvenient  approaches  to 
them  causes  difficulty  during  collection.  Planners  seem  to  have 
little  regard  for  tradesmen  delivering  and  collecting  goods  from 
houses.  Tenants  frequently  erect  new  garages  and  gates  v/hich  block 
access  to  the  dustbins  and  so  cause  delays  and  inconvenience ^ often 
the  dustbin  cannot  be  emptied  because  of  lack  of  access  to  it.

Provision  of  dustbins 


Under  a Bin  Replacement  Scheme ^ dustbins  have  been 
replaced  for  a number  of  years  at  a charge  of  2/6d  per  bin 
per  annum  but 5 as  and  from  1st  April  1959?  the  bins  v;ere 
supplied  by  the  Council  as  a charge  against  the  General 
Rate  Pundj  and  during  the  year  477  bins  v/ere  issued.  Ten 
extra  bins  were  sold  for  use  by  firms  and  private  individuals. 
Ashbins  still  have  rurchase  tax  levied  on  them  at  a rate  of  15^- 


Privy  Closet 

There  is  one  privy  closet  still  in  use 5 at  one  of  the 
farms.  This  is  emptied  annually.  Discussions  on  converting 
this  privy  have  taken  place  but  no  action  has  yet  been  taken 
by  the  owner. 


Pail  Closets 

There  are  still  17  pail  closets  in  use  in  the  Borough. 
These  are  emptied  weekly,  Tv/o  were  dispensed  with  during  the 
year. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


This  is  carried  out  at  Dunkirk  Lane  Tip  by  controlled 
tipping  methods.  During  the  year,  we  have  been  greatly 
assisted  in  keeping  the  tip  under  control  by  receiving  a 
large  amount  of  covering  m.aterial  from  a building  site. 


KEFUSE  DISPOSAL  (Contd,) 

Not  all  tho  matorial  received  was  suitable  for  covering  purposes  but 
we  v/ere  glad  to  have  some  material  for  use  for  this  purpose o Covering 
m.aterial  will  again  become  a problem  when  these  building  operations 
ceauSOo  Nuisance  has  been  caused  at  the  Tip  by  persons  trespassing^ 
disturbing  the  tip,  and  lighting  fires.  The  fires  cause  a lot  of 
inconvenience  because  they  have  to  be  dug  out.  Some  material  is 
burned  because  of  its  high  fire  potencial  to  the  Tip  and  this  is 
done  v/'ith  the  co-operation  of  the  Hyde  Fire  Brigade, 

Tipping  accommodation 


Tipping  accommodation  is  now  becoming  a problem  as  the  life  of 
the  Tip  is  fast  running  out  and  other  sites  v^^ill  have  to  be  acquired 
if  disposal  of  refuse  by  contrcolled  tipping  is  to  continue. 


During  the  year,  construction  was  commenced  on  the  new  brick 
garages  for  the  purpose  of  housing  the  cleansing  vehicles.  Progress 
was  slow  and  the  work  was  not  comple-bed  by  t-he  end  of  the  year.  Also,

V/aste  paper  continues  to  be  the  main  source  of  revenue  for  the 
salvage  section  but  prices  of  all  ScalvegeeJble  materials  fluctuate 
wildly.  This  means  that  when  the  prices  of  certain  goods  are  high, 
firms  dispose  of  their  salvage  to  x'^^^-vute  individuals,  but  when  the 
X)rice  falls,  and  disTDOsal  elsewhere  is  uneconomic,  the  local  authority 
is  requested  to  dispose  of  the  materials  - at  a time  when  the  price  is 
low. 


Waste  Paper 


Tonnage  figures  for  waste  paper  for  a number  of  years  have  been 
fairly  constant.  Unfortunately,  the  price  of  mixed  baled  paper  is 
falling  and  people  do  not  feel  the  same  sense  of  urgency  to  put  out 
their  waste  paper  for  salvage  as  they  did  during  the  war  years.

During  the  year,  5^7  complaints  were  recorded  in  the  office^ 

321  consisted  of  blockages  to  drains^  131  concerned  general  defects 
to  cottage  property^  25  houses  required  fumigation  either  for  vermin 
or  infectious  disease  and  30  were  of  a miscellaneous  characterc 

T'/zenty-one  individually  unfit  dwell inghouses  vzere  officially 
represented  during  the  year*  A report  on  progress  on  Slum 
Clearance  v/ill  be  found  in  a later  portion  of  the  report  0 

Under  the  Rent  Act,  1957?  4 a-pplications  for  Certificates  of 
Disrepair  were  received.  Two  undertakings  vzere  given  by  the  landlords, 
2 Certificates  v/ere  issued  and  2 Oertificates  v/ere  cancelled.  The 
number  of  applicant  ions  received  was  almost  negligible. 

In  connection  with  the  work  of  the  Department,  39664  visits  of 
inspection  and  re-inspection  were  made. 

There  are  7 public  conveniences  in  the  town,  and  6 have  been 
modernisjC'd  during  the  last  4 years.  In  5 cases,  v/aterclosets  and 
wa^shbasins  hcive  been  provided  for  ladies,  in  addition  to  the  urinals 
provided  for  the  men.  The  last  remaining  convenience  is  to  be 
modernised, and  converted  for  use  for  ladies  and  m.en  in  the  very  near 
future.  It  is  a great  pity  that  a lot  of  senseless  damage  is  done 
to  those  conveniences  and  I appeal  to  the  public  to  treat  these 
facilities  with  care. 

Slaughterhouses  and  meat  inspection  accounted  for  455  visits, 

A detailed  account  of  meat  inspection  will  be  found  later  in  the 
report . 


There  are  331  shops  in  the  town  of  which  196  are  food  shops  of 
various  types. 

During  the  year,  24  milk  samples  v/ere  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory.  The  results  v/ill  be  found  in  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health’s  Report, 
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Under  the  Clean  Air  Actj  30  smoke  observations  v/ore 
made  and  79  investigations  carried  oute  IVo  Smoke 
Control  Areas  are  to  be  designated^  in  both  cases ^ they 
are  on  land  for  redevelopment.  It  would  appear  from 

general  inspection  of  cottage  property  that  when  old  grates 
are  taken  out  of  houses  and  replp.ced  v/ith  more  m-odern  ones^ 
appliances  are  being  fitted  v/hich  v/ill  burn  smokeless  fuels. 

It  is  mderstood  that  greater  quantities  of  these  fuels  are 
now  on  the  market.  In  addition  to  usage  of  smokeless  fuels ^ 
a greater  use  is  being  made  of  the  more  modern  cooking  and 
heating  appliances  of  gas  and  electricity.  The  old  Yorkshire 
cooking  range  which  was  so  common  years  ago  is  now  becoming 
an  antiquity. 

In  1959  the  local  authority  very  wisely  agreed  to  borrow 
money  for  waste  water  closet  conversions  and  the  limnt  of  £300 
per  annum  in  £8  grants  was  dispensed  with.  In  the  majority  of 
cases 9 the  conversions  have  been  carried  out  by  owner-occupiers 
but  owners  of  property  are  nov/  encouraged  to  apply  for  these 
grants.  During  1959?  86  conversions  were  carried  outj  as 
against  42  in  1958.  There  are  still  over  85O  v/aste  water 
closets  in  the  town. 

During  the  year 9 13  applications  for  improvement  grants 
for  provision  of  bathrooms  and  internal  fresh  water  closets 
v/ere  received.  These  imiprovemont  grants  enable  owner 
occupiers  of  good  cotta.ge  property  to  bring  their  dwellings 
up  to  date.

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955?  came  into  force  during  the 
year  195^  ^ considerable  number  of  visits  has  been  paid  to 

premises  in  connection  v/ith  these  Regulations c Little  difficulty 
is  experienced  in  dealing  with  premises  used  solely  for  the  food 
trade  and  on  the  whole ^ food  traders  are  very  co-operative » Tv^^o 
fish  mongers  v/ith  open  fronted  shops  have  now  provided  glass 
screenings  to  protect  the  fish  from  dust  and  filth  blown  about 
from  the  street  and  in  one  case^  a refrigerant ed  counter  has  been

slaughterhouses 9 every  facility  has  been  given  to  your  Meat  Inspectors o 

llo  horses  are  slaughtered  in  the  Borough, 

It  is  unfortunate  that  it  is  necessary  to  carry  out  Sunday  inspec- 
tion of  meat  9 and  the  amount  of  overtime  on  this  day  can  be  from  3 to 
4 hours.  In  addition9  during  pea,k  periods  it  is  not  always  possible 
to  arrange  m.eat  inspection  during  normal  office  hours  and  either  early 
morning  or  evening  visits  are  necessary  on  these  occasions*  Inspection 
also  takes  place  during  some  Statutory  holidays.  Both  Inspectors  take 
their  share  of  meat  inspection.

School  Canteens 


These  canteens  are  inspected  regularly.  The  high  standard 
of  cleanliness  and  efficiency  is  maintained  and  tribute  should  be 
paid  to  all  staff  and  canteen  workers , 

During  the  school  holiday  these  canteens  are  fumigated 

with  Gammexane  smokers ^ thus  reducing  a fly  and  insect  pest  population 
v/hich  might  otherwise  be  present.  Absence  of  flies  and  insect  pests 
was  most  noticeable. 


Ice  Cream 

The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  is 
increasing,  78  premises  now  being  registered,  an  increase  of  17  over 
the  previous  year.  In  the  shops,  only  wrapped  or  cartonned  ices, 
together  with  iced  lollies,  are  sold,  electrically  operated  refriger- 
ators being  used  for  storage.  Several  travelling  sales  vans  operate 
in  the  town  which  are  attractive  in  appearance,  maintained  to  a 
high  degree  of  efficiency,  and  fitted  v/ith  a hot  water  supply.  Sales 
men  and  women  wear  clean  overalls,  Nine  samples  of  ice  cream 

were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  testing,  8 were 
placed  in  Grade  I and  1 in  Grade  II ,

Including  clubs  and  public  houses,  there  are  almost  50  licensed 
premises  in  the  town.  During  the  year,  a modern  public  house  was 
opened  and  one  of  the  old  type  closed  and  demolished.  Nearly  all 
the  older  type  of  public  houses  have  been  brought  up  to  da.te,  new 
sanitation  and  washing  facilities  having  been  provided.  Generally, 
they  are  found  to  be  kept  in  a very  clean  and  satisfactory  condition.

Treatment  is  given  where  necessary}  dwellinghouses 
are  treated  free  of  cost  but  a charge  is  made  for  business 
premises.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  legal 
proceedings  during  the  year.

These  sewer  tree^tments  are  carried  out  by  the  authority's 
own  rodent  operator  with  the  help  of  a labourer  loaned  from  the 
Borough  Surveyor’s  Department .

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  eleventh  nnnual  Report  on  those 
services  administered  by  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  under  the 
Second  Schedule  of  the  Cheshire  County  Council  SchemxC  of  Divisional 
Health  Administrat iono 

I think  the  year  is  v/orthy  of  note  for  three  reasons  ea,ch  of 
which  represents  additional  work  to  the  normal  routine  of  the  department o 

In  the  first  place  the  drive  to  control  poliomyelitis  by 
immunisation  was  not  only  continued  but  a,lso  extended  to  include  all 
those  individuals  between  the  ages  of  six  months  a-nd  forty  yea-rSo 
In  o-ddition  to  this  most  of  the  patients  immunised  early  in  the 
ca^mpaign  were  offered  a third  injection  so  that  all  told  approximately 
II9OOO  doses  were  cadmiinistered  in  1959-  1 think  you  will  agree  that 

this  is  an  excellent  figure  when  one  thinks  of  the  population  involved 
and  the  staff  available o Secondly  the  programme  involving  Bo  Co  Go 
vaccination  was  vigorously  pursued  a,nd  enlarged o During  the  year 
three  other  divisions  along  with  us  co-operated  v/ith  Professor 
Gaisford’s  departm.ent  at  Stc  Mary’s  Hospital  in  investigating  new 
techniques  in  this  field 0 The  results  have  been  as  encouraging  as  the 
work  has  been  interest ingo  It  has  however  meant  that  a groat  deal  of 
time  has  been  devoted  to  this  aspect  of  preventive  medicine o I consider 
it  has  been  well  worth  the  extra  efforts 

Finally  in  October  of  the  year  a new  type  of  service  was  intro- 
duced by  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  the  Care  a-nd  After  care  section 
of  the  Na.tional  Health  Service  Acto  I refer  to  Chiropodyo  Reports 
indicate  that  this  service  is  being  appreciated  a-nd  it  ho-s  expanded 
rapidly  since  it  wa-s  inaugura-tedo 

I have  nothing  further  to  emphasize  in  my  report  to  the  Committee 
other  than  to  say  that  the  routine  administration  of  the  Domestic  Help 9 
Day  Nursery9  Ambulance  and  other  services  continued  calmly  enough  with 
an  occasional  ripple  disturbing  the  surface  from  time  to  time  to  remind 
us  that  difficulties  9 particularly  huma-n  ones  9 can  exist  even  in  the 
best  regulated  circles « 


In  conclusion  may  I express  my  great itucle  to  the  members  of 
the  Committee  for  their  courtesy  and  forbearance  and  to  the  members 
of  the  staff  for  their  willing  assisto.nce  and  cheerful  support 
throughout  the  yearo

The  sales  of  welfare  foods  are  gradually  falling  over  the  years 
and  this  trend  v/as  continued  in  the  jear  under  revieWo  The  quaint  it  ies 
of  each  item  sold  since  1955  are  summarised  in  Ta,blc  Do  The  figures 
for  neitional  dried  milk  seem  to  indicate  that  about  one-fifth  of  the 
baioies  in  the  division  are  reared  on  this  food  v/hile  double  this  number 
took  a,dvantage  of  the  scheme  in  1955°  The  consumption  of  vitamin  tablets 
by  expectant  mothers  has  remained  fairly  consistent  throughout  the  period.

The  immunisation  figures  for  diphtheria  show  a fall  this  year  but 
even  so  one  should  remember  that  in  195^  we  had  a drive  on  booster  doses 
and  made  up  some  leeway  on  cases  which  had  of  necessity  been  deferred

Immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  continued  una^bated  during  1959°

injections  were  also  continued  - indeed  it  is  considered  that  an 
individual  is  not  completely  protected  unless  this  injection  has  been 
given  and  I would  strongly  urge  those  who  have  defaulted  to  present 
themselves  for  it® 

The  evening  clinics  v/ere  continued  and  were  varied  with  Saturde.y 
morning  sessions o In  all  21  such  sessions  were  held  during  the  year 
a,nd  these  were  advertised  through  the  local  press o It  may  be  a little 
premature  to  dra-w  significant  conclusions  from  the  figures  available 
but  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  incidence  of  this  disease  and  the  death 
rate  from  it  fell  during  the  year  under  review  a^nd  this  fall  has  con- 
tinued into  the  present  yearo  One  would  like  to  think  that  the  intensive 
¥/ork  done  by  Local  Health  Authorities  and  General  Practitioners  has  borne 
fruit o In  1959  more  immunisations  were  carried  out  by  the  patients*  own 
doctors  who  were  converted  to  this  preventive  measure  after  a period  of 
’’wait  and  see”  during  which  time  the  Local  Health  Authority  acted  as 
pioneer.

There  were  staff  chcanges  during  the  year  v/hen  Drivers  W.  Harris 
a-nd  Ho  Tarr  resigned  in  March  and  September  respectively  to  be  replaced 
by  Drivers  A.  Moody  and  G.  Goddard.  The  Committee  considered  the 
inadequacy  of  the  present  esta^blishment  a,nd  in  April  recommended  that 
it  be  increased  by  one  driver/attendant . This  was  confiimed  by  the 
County  Council. 

In  August  a larger  sitting  case  vehicle  ca^pable  of  carrying  15 
patients  was  delivered  to  this  area.  It  has  proved  most  useful  and  is 
a valuable  a^ddition  to  the  vehicles. 

The  number  of  patients  increased  during  1959  by  288  but  the 
mileage  figures  were  reduced  to  4?419  from  59^33  the  previous  year. 

There  was  a corresponding  reduction  in  the  number  of  journeys.

During  1959  work  on  this  routine  preventive  vaccination  was 
continued o The  figures  are  interesting  because  they  show  a much  improved 
consent  rate  compared  with  I958  (840885b  against  53ol3/o)  and  an  increased 
number  of  children  vaccinated » The  Ashton  General  Hospital  has  been 
carrying  out  BoCoGo  vaccination  on  babies  bom  in  hospital  and  37  of  these 
were  done  in  the  yearo 
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It  will  be  noted  that  two  different  methods  of  vaccination  were 
usedo  -For  some  time  an  investigation  ha,s  been  undertaken  into  the  method 
of  vaccination  and  the  results  will  be  published  elsewhere o I would 5 
however j like  to  say  that  the  multiple  puncture  gun  has  severe.!  advante.ges 
over  the  intradermal  technique  and  is  preferred  by  the  patientSo  This 
probably  outweighs  the  fact  that  the  immunity  developed  may  not  be  quite 
as  pronouncedo  Several  variables  were  introduced  into  the  investigations 
which  v/ere  continued  in  1^G0  and  will  probably  continue  in  19^1 9 a.nd  some 
useful  informa.tion  was  obtained  which  will  ultimately  benefit  future 
children  and  contacts o The  work  has  proved  interesting  and  time  consuming 
and  I would  very  much  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  headteachers  for 
their  help  and  co-operation  and  to  Mrs»  I Hellar  whose  clerical  assista,nce 
has  been  invaluabloo

The  fa.ll  in  the  mantoux  positive  rate  calls  for  some  comment » It  is 
generally  a.greed  that  a response  to  the  mantoux  test  indicates  an  infection 
with  the  tubercule  bacillus  some  time  prior  to  the  testo  It  is  also  logical 
to  suppose  that  the  higher  the  incidence  of  the  orga,nism  in  the  population 
the  higher  will  be  the  incidence  of  cases  positive  to  the  mantouxo  It 
follows  9 therefore  9 that  the  fall  in  this  incidence  from  4O/0  to  l^olf>  in 
the  last  six  years  reflects  to  some  extent  the  v/ay  the  battle  against 
tuberculosis  is  going  and  I think  all  v/orkers  in  this  field  have  every

CONVALESCENT  HOME  TREATMMT 


A sum  of  £125  was  once  again  granted  by  the  County  Health 
Committee  for  the  financial  assistance  of  persons  requiring  Convalescent 
Home  treatment  within  the  Division*  Arrangements  are  in  operation  with 
two  Convalescent  Homesj  at  St.  Anne ’ s-on~Sea  and  Marple.  12  patients 
v/ere  admitted  during  the  year  - 9 adult  females  and  3 adult  males.  One 
patient  paid  the  whole  cost  of  the  treatment ^ the  remainder  receiving 
financial  assistance*  2 mothers  who  v/ere  admitted  to  Brentv/ood 
Recuperative  Centre  are  included  in  the  total. 


DOMESTIC  HET^P  SERVICE 


The  number  of  staff  was  decreased  during  the  year  to  15  full  time 
a,nd  13  part  time  domestic  helpsj  aJl  of  these  being  engaged  in  a temporary 
capacity.;  even  though  it  was  necessary  to  carter  for  the  increasing  demand 
which  is  being  placed  on  this  service.  Altogether  28l  cases  received 
assistance  of  which  the  majority  254  were  aged  and  chronic  sick. 
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In  all 9 32  aged  persons  were  assisted  by  this  department  to  find 
v/elfare  accommodation  or  are  now  on  an  adiriission  list  because  of  efforts 
made  by  this  department* 

It  will  be  noticed  that  though  the  total  cases  attended  increased 
by  22  the  v/orking  hours  decreased  by  6^943  to  359437  and  the  average 
number  of  cases  attended  weekly  was  174*
